What you have is a very standard aviation slide rule, commonly 
referred to as an "E-6B" and (at least a number of years ago) a 
"computer." Any aviation bookstore will have a book telling how to 
use both the circular slide rule and the back side, which is intended 
for calculating drift/correction for crosswinds. The card is frosted, 
allowing pencil markings, and you simply rotate the card to the angle 
between the wind and your intended path to get a graphic sine/cosine 
solution to the problem. 


These generally have conversions to metric measure on the slide rule, 
as well as conversions to nautical/statute miles and imperial/US 
liquid measure. They also generally have windows for correction of 


pressure altitude to density altitude based on air temp, which work in 
conjunction with the indicated airspeed/true airspeed correction 
function (the offset of the two dial scales gives this). 


Another version, sold by Jeppesen (the aviation chart company, located 
here in the Denver area---Englewood, Co., I think), has a somewhat 
different and more exotic backside setup for calculating wind 

drift corrections. The Jepp version (which I have, and prefer) is 
also covered by literature you can buy at an aviation bookstore. The 
large Jepp version has a Mach number calculator setup on the scales as 
well. 


What I don't know is what a "GB" is, in the sense of a substitute for 
the calculations these "computers" perform. 


All non-tube-radio----except that they date from the 1930's or maybe 
before, and are handy to have when your airplane has no radios for 
navigation.

>I used to own an Aristo Aviat flight calculator slide rule in the early 
1970's when I was flying private planes for enjoyment. This particular 
slide rule is used for flight planning and navigation and is somewhat 
similar to the famous WW2 US military G-7 (or -5, I think I got the 7 
right) "flight computer" (it was really called that, and it was real 
"solid state" stuff... was made of aluminum...). The Aviat was made of 
plastic. As a young 20something old, I wanted to find the real WW2 G-7(?) 
but I couldn't at the time so I had to buy a "civilian" flight computer 
(and that was the Aristo Aviat - Aristo by the way was a manufacturer of 
drafting equipment such as protractors, rulers, etc. and slide rules) at an 
aviation supply store. Later on when I gave up flying for horseback riding 
and owning horses, I found a couple of the surplus military "flight 
computers". 

>Anyway, when scientific and programmable calculators came out, you could 
get ones dedicated to aviation/navigation and for the programmables 
aviation software was available. Nowadays of course laptop and handheld 
computers are used (in aircraft without built-in flight computers).

In between the monsoon rain and lawn mowing here, I took time 
to extract a Big Black National Box from my recently moved to NC 
storage shed booty (junk!).

Turning the catacomb - coilset, I hear noise on 
40m... hmmm sounds like FAX on 8080 or some such...over to the hambands, and 
low and behold, CW in the novice section,and switching 
the function switch to AVC, there's AM on 7290. Neat! 


I've turned it off for the time being, not wishing to stress the PS 
on potentially leaky caps, but it's nice to know that there's a live 
radio in here... and a nice example of a RAO. I've not got a manual to 
tell what variation RAO, but Larry Ware's sent me his NC100 treatise 
so I've got some reading to do to determine this. 


If there's any interest (and if I can get this #)$x*#$* Kodak DC40 
camera to work), I'll snap and upload some pictures for some 
website viewing. 


This really is fun, ya know?
